‘INTRODUCTION: 


Greetings to you, my brethren 
of the Ninth Pentecostal World 
Conference. We are grateful to 
God for allowing us to partake 
of the spreading flame of 
Pentecost. I bring you greetings, 
also, from the brethren of the 


-Chureh of God in Christ, Inc., 


headquartered in Memphis, 
Tennessee, with J. O. Patterson, 
presiding Bishop. 


We were organized in 1907 


under the leadership of the late 


Bishop Charles Harrison Mason. 
After receiving the Holy Ghost 
in 1906 at Azusa Street in Los 
Angeles, California, Bishop 
Mason was persecuted and jailed 
in many places for his preaching 


of Pentecost as a present-day 


experience for all true believers. 


God saved and filled me with the 
Holy Ghost in 1924, in a place 
about two hundred miles from 
And, today, after 
forty-six years of walking with 
the Lord, the flame of Pentecost 
yet burns within my heart.

“And there came a fire out from 
before the Lord, and consumed 
upon the altar the burnt offering 
and the fat: which when all 
people saw, they shouted, and 
fell on their faces’ (Leviticus 
9:24). | 


Although, before this time, fire 
had been kindled upon the altar; 
this fire from heaven, this fire of 
God’s_ presence, sanctified, 
consecrated and imparted its 
nature to the fire upon the altar. 
Thus, we see the reason for 
God’s commandment in 
Leviticus 6:13 ‘“‘The fire shall 
ever be burning upon the altar; it 


shall never go out.” 


This ever-burning fire 
symbolized God’s presence, His 
power, His purity and His 
holiness. It symbolized God’s 
role as Judge and Refiner of His 
people; further, this fire 
symbolized the continual 
worship of the people of God 
and their dying zeal to do His 
will. God had sent the fire; but 
He commanded them to keep it 
burning. . 


This event has much in common 
with the occurrences which 
surrounded the advent of the 
Holy Ghost. For as this fire 
“from before the Lord” came 
early in the dispensation of the 
Law, Pentecostal Fire came early 
in the dispensation of Grace.

This 
means that every penny handeled through your department from October 1, 1970 to 
September 30, 1971 must be accounted for to the general assembly, as prescribed by the 


accountant. I particularly want you to note that you MUST have a bank account properly 
styled and ALL monies received properly deposited andALL.bills,salaries and other expenses 
paid by check. Your record must be submitted to our National Accountant in Memphis 
immediately after September 30, 1971 so they may be audited, certified and printed for 
distribution during the forthcoming Convocation. 


“EXHIBIT C” reflects the amount of each jurisdictional annual Quota. pastors and members 
please help your Bishop reach his Quota. Our National Church is doing a magnificient job 
operating it’s Saints Academy and College, The Charles Harrison Mason Theological 
Seminary, its foreign mission department, maintaining its multi-million dollar headquarters, 
giving scholarships to deserving students, helping our sister Churches on limited basis and 


many other things with the small amount received from our present Quota System. 


DEAR PASTORS, let us be kind and tenderhearted toward each other. Let us be real sincere

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PENTECOSTAL FAMILY 
Even as Moses sent the priests 
into the Tabernacle for seven 
days of separation and 
consecration, Christ sent the 
first believers into the Upper 
Room for what would be ten 
days of consecration and prayer. 


Pentecost had derived its date 
and meaning from the Passover 
celebration, which. preceded it 
by fifty days. The crucifixion 
and resurrection of Christ, 
during the time of the Passover 
celebration, had causec 
Pentecost to have an altogethei 
new meaning for believers. And, 
that which they would 
experience on the day of 
Pentecost, would not only 
proceed from this new 
experience on the day ol 
Pentecost, but it would cause 
the day of Pentecost itself to 
have a new and inconceivably 
significant meaning. 


“And when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were all 
with one accord in one place. 
And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as of a 
rushing mighty wind, and _ it 
filled all the house where they 
were sitting. And there appeared 
unto them cloven tongues like as 
_ of fire, and it sat upon each of 


them. And they were all filled. 


with the Holy -Ghost...““(Acts 
2:1-4). 


This fire was the outward 
symbol of the indwelling of the 
Holy Ghost, 
affirm--The Pentecostal Fire: It 
shall never Go Out! To me these 
words present a prediction, and 
analysis, a resolution and a 
prescription. — 


I PREDICTION 


God Hinself predicts and assures 
us that the Pentecostal Fire shall 
never go out. Jesus Christ, His 
Son, assures us that this promise 
is true. In Joel 2:28, 29 God 
promises -to kindle the 
Pentecostal Fire. “And it shall 
come to pass afterward, that I 
will pour out my spirit upon all 
flesh; and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, anc 
your old men _ shall dream 
dreams, your young men shall 
see visions: And also upon the

servants and upon the 
handmaids in those days will I 
pour out my spirit.” 


‘John the Baptist was inspired to 
prophesy that one was coming 
who would ‘“‘baptize with the 
Holy Ghost, and with fire” 
(Matthew 3:11). 


Time and time again Jesus 
predicted and promised the Holy 
Ghost not only as a momentary 
experience, but also as ¢ 
constant and abiding friend 
throughout life. He said, “And 
behold, I will send the promise 
of my father...” (Luke 24:49), 
and “I will pray the Father, and 
give you another 
Comforter, that he may abide 
with you _ forever,’ (John 
14:16). And he further stated: 
“But. ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you...” (Acts 1:8). 


In answer to those who would 
affirm that the Holy Ghost was 
only for the Apostles, or for the 
first believers, or that it was 
given only on_ the day of 
Pentecost; God said through 
Peter: ‘For the promise is unto 
you, and to your children, and 
to all that are afar off, even as 


many as the Lord our God shall — 


call’’ (Acts 2:39). 


The Apostle Paul informs us that 


the fire of the Holy Ghost will — 
burn even until the day of — 
oar .attcr’ that ye i 


believed, ye were sealed with 
that holy Spirit of promise, 
Which is the earnest of our 
inheritance until the redemption 
of the purchased possession... 

(Ephesians 1:13,14). Thus God 
and Jesus Christ assure us that 


_ the Holy Ghost shall abide with 


us forever and the fire shall 
never go out. 


But before moving on, let me 
warn you that we must not 
become complacent and overly 
confident. For there are those 
who believe that the fire will still 
burn even though their hearts 
are full of sin. They feel that the 
fire will still burn even though 
they have no concern and no 
compassion for their fellowman. 
They feel that the fire will still 
burn even though their hearts 
are filled with racism and 
prejudice. Yes, God’s fire will 
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Ghe Whele rath 
bur; but it can burn also on 
altars other than ours. And, if 
we prove ourselves unwotthy, 
then God will move the fire of 
His presence to those who will 
completely surrender to His will, 
and who will love and fellowship 
all whom He loves. 


But we still have God’s faithful 
promise that the Pentecostal 
Fire shall never go out! 


Il ANALYSIS 


The words of our subject present 
to us an analysis. For a careful 
study of ‘Pentecostal Fire” 
reveals that it contains all of the 
elements necessary for its 
survival. As we analyze its 
vitality we find that after 
nineteen hundred years it is still 
burning brightly and spreading 
rapidly. No continent has been 
untouched by its flame and 
hundreds more are baptized with 
the Spirit each day. 


When we analyze its purpose and 
its fulfillment of that purpose, 
we find that the Holy Ghost was 
sent by God that the believer 
might be equipped to do the 
things which God through Christ 
had commanded.

When we analyze who it is that 
sends Pentecostal Fire, and who 
Pentecostal Fire represents; then 
we must conclude that the Fire 
shall never go out! For it is sent 
from God and it represents the 
eternal Third Person of the 
Trinity, who abideth with us 
forever.

Ill A RNRSOLUTION 


The words of our subject also 
present a resolution that the fire 
shall never go out; that we must 
always seek to be filled with the 
Spirit; encourage others to 


~ receive it, and strive to walk in 


the Spirit each day. 


Nadab and Abihu_ were 
destroyed when they ignored the 
“fire from before the Lord” and 
kindled their own “strange fire”’. 
And today many are kindling 
strange fires. They are kindling 
the fire of emotionalism and 
claiming that emotional 
arousement is spiritual power. 
They. are kindling the “strange 
fire’ of intellectualism and 
seeking to enhance the fire of 
the Spirit by doing so. We must 
resolve not to offer 
fire’, but to keep the 
Pentecostal Fire burning in our 
hearts. 


To keep it burning we must be: 


humble. ‘‘For pride goeth before 
destruction, and a haughty spirit 
before a fall* (Proverbs 16:18). 
We must be Holy! Too many 
bring disgrace on our profession 
by their unholy and immoral 
behavioun” let us cleanse 
ourselves from all filthiness of 
the flesh and spirit, perfecting 
holiness in the fear of God” (II 
‘ Corinthians 7:1). To keep the 


fire” burning we must” pray. For’ 


the Bible says, » that men ought 
always to pray, and not to faint” 
(Luke 18:1).

“But ye, beloved, building up 


yourselves on your most holy — 


faith, praying in the Holy 


Ghost,” (Jude 20). The believer 


is built up by praying in the 
Holy Ghost. Even as fire is the 
symbol of the Spirit, smoke is 
the symbol of prayer.

Nothing in life has meaning for 
them but drugs. Others are 
bound in a web of immorality, 
Pornography, perversion and
